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Applicant's supplemental declaration fails to adequately explain how using the same 
experimental procedure as set out in the specification which uses C-18 Sep-Pak for the HPLC 
procedure with an acetonitrile elution, produces a distinctly different result [declaration]. 
Applicants own admission on the record see specification page 26, lines 10-13 indicates that 
"the Dh-OLF isolated herein at fraction 27.5 showed an identical chromatographic retention to 
the standard component dho-B" while the declaration directly contradicts the specification by 
indicating that the two compounds have different elution patterns. Applicants must adequately 
address this contradiction and explain how one would obtain the two different results using the 
same experimental procedure.
